on figures fo ‘or the past 40 years, of 
6.36 inches. Thus, in a little over 
three months, the ‘total rainfall of 
the.

age.

Fears were expressed that, Marsha) 
Li would, not be permitted to go 
back, and for a time it’seemed that 
he was‘ virtually a prisoner in Nan- 
king, but before the end “of April 
he was safely back in Canton. 
Whether. history will “repeat itself 
this year to the same extent remains 
to be: seen, but even if he returne 
to the South within:the next ‘few 
weeks, the situation ja Canton will 
be very different compared with 
what it was in April, 1998.

tn Canton to-day we have further 
evidence of the complexities of the 
situation.

The cordial 
relations between tho adjacent pro- 
vinees of Kwangtung and Kwangsi 
have been seriously strained a5 a 
result: of the split over the question 
of waging war agninst Catana Kar 
Suse. Within a week the outburst 
of war-fever bas abated, .and 
"© everybody ’’ is now as anxious for. 
pence a8 a week ago they were sup- 
posed to'be in favour of war! How 
this romarkable change of opinion 
comec about is a mystery, just‘ os 
Marshal Li’s detention: iteclf re- 
maina unexplained. His release has 
been demanded, but the demand has 
been ignored, and hig friends—elo- 
quent in their praise of the good. 
work he, has done in Canton during 
the past few years—seem quite con- 
tent now to leave matters es they 
are. What all this backing and 
filling’really means it-is impossible 
to say. We are told that Kwang- 
tung is tired of war, and that 
hostilities against ‘the National 
Government would ‘not make the 
position of Marshal Lr any more 
sectire. Thig is quite true, for that 
unfortunate man seems to be held 
in Nanking as a sort of hostage. 
He went North at the’express invita- 
tion of those ‘who seized him, and 
the problem now ie how to effect 
his release. That happy event being 
accomplished, it remains to be secu 
whether he will be able to re 
cestablish his authority in Canton. 
There: is reason to suspect the 
sincerity “of- some of his professed 
friends, but there“is no .reason ‘to 
doubt the hostility ef his many 
enemies “So far as it is possible to 
gauge public opinion ina Chinese 
community, Marsha! Lx appears to 
be greatly and widely respected in 
Canton. a6 an.able and efficient ad- 
ministrator. His record is one with 
which the.Cantoncse people appear 
very well satisficd, and, as close and 
friendly, neighbours, we here in 
Hong Kong would be giae to learn 
of ‘his resuming’ administrative 
authority. Unfortunately, however, 
present indications do not’ point 
that way; ai! his Kwangsi ¢ol- 
leagues have been dismissed, and 
is left to fight a lone hand—assum- 
ing he is given the opportunity. 
The next few daye will probably sce 
some. development which will in- 
dieate when—and whether—Marshal 
Lr Will be free to exercise his proved 
ability as an-administrator and up- 
‘holder of law and order. :
